During ccisideration of Calendar Item 20 attached, Commission-
Alternate Susanne Morgan questioned whether the parking facility
included parking for bicycles. Mr} Richard Parsoms, Harbor
Director ofi the City of Redonde Beach, appeared and stated that
it did on the upper level.

Upon motion duly made and carried” the resolution as presented
in Calendar Item 20 was approved by a vote of 3-0.

BACKGROUND: The Legislature granted certain tide and
submerged lands to the City of Redondo
Beach in 1915 by Chapter 57, as amended
Uy Chapter 1555 of the Statutes of 1971.
The lands were granted for 'such purposes
as a harbor and related facilities, marine-
oriented commercial and industrial uses,
public recreation and open space/wildlife
habitat. Specifically, oi particular importance
here, Section 9 of the statuyte states that
the lands may be used:

"(d) For the construction, recomnstruction,
repair and maintenance of highways,
streets, roadways, bridges, beltline
railt¥oads., parking facilities,...
incidental, mecessary, or convenwent
for the promotion and accommodation
of any cf the uses set forth in this
act.

For the construction, reconstruction,
repair, maintenance, and operaticu

of public buildings, public assambly
and meeting places; convention centers,
public parks, public playgrounds, ...
public recreation Facilities... inci-
dental, mecesszary, ‘ox couvenient

for the premotion and accommodation

of any such uses." [emphasis added]

The grans wequives that the Stzte Lands Commission approve
any capi.al improvemenc proposed by the Gity which exceeds
$250,0090.

In 1979, the City .contacted staff of the Commission to
discuss the possibility oX the City using "trust" revenues
{ those revenues gene-ated from the granted tide and submerged
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lands: to build a parking structure and park/pLaza on upland
property near the granted area. The bonds issued in 1960

te huild the harbo; were about to be paid off, leaving

the city with trust revenues exceeding $1 million per year
over current operating expense. Staff informed the city

that trust revenues may be used for expenditures for public
purposes specifically authorized by the grant s.atute(s}!
which will enhance the granted lands directly or the public's
ability to use and enjoy the granted lands. In addition,

the citv has been informed that any acquisition or development
using trust revenues becomes an asset of the trust grant.
This would includs the lands on wnich the development takes
place, in which case, after submission 0f dncumentation

of the cities acquisition and develcpment custs, subsequent
approval of said costs by the State Lands Commission the
City should be entitled to reimbursement from trust funds

for the cost of the acquisicion, and development. In other
words, the acquisition, and development will become a part
of the grant subject to the same conditiors and restrictions
as the existing granted lands themselves.

THE PROJECT: The city's proposal is to build a three-level
semi-subterransan public parking faciliry
at a cost of approximately $4,000,000.
The facility will provide 325 parklng spaces
and have a public park/plaza on its upper
level. It will be built on lands presently
owned by the city which will be transferred
to the trust and which are located approximately
100 yards from the current grant boundary.
Additional trust revenues are to be used
on miscellaneous general repairs and maintenance
in the harbor itself.

The city states in a letter dated February 11,
1981, that the parking structure '"...is
expected to p.ovide additiomal parking
opportunities for the many visitors to

the City's bearches and existing pier and
harbor complexes located primarily on granted
lands." The letter goes on to say that:

'""While the Redondo Pier area and its adjoining
beaches were visited by over 4 million

people in 1980, many potential visitors

were denied that opportunity due to the

lack of avzilanle parking. The City's existing
1,100~-spuce public parking structure located
immediately adjacemt to the Pizr frequently
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fills to capacity on weekends throughout
the year.

The proposed parking facility is designed
to help alleviate that shortage and cherehy
snable a larger segmenc of the public to
enijoy the beaches and ‘facilities on the
Gity's granted lands."

A portion of the lands have been acquired by city funds
other than tyxust funds. The acquisitiom of the remaining
portion of the parcel is not yet compilete.

The city has approved the project and awarded a contrast
subject to State Lands Commission approval.

It should be noted, too., that the South Coast Regional
Coastal Commiss:ion has reguired that the City leave the
parcel of land on which this development is to take place
as "open spacé”. Thé SCRCC has approved this development
as fulfilling this requirement since the structure will
be semi-subterranean with an open park/plaza on the upper

level, allowing an open view of the narbor area and water.

FACTS AND FINDINGS:

1. The City ¢Ef Redondo Beach has sufficient
revenue and plafhs for maintaining the
existing facilities on its graidted
lands and continued operation and maintenance
of the Pier and Harbor development.

Public parking facilities and public
parks/plazas are allowable uses of
the granted lands and the revenues
from those lands.

A public parking structure and park/plaza
as proposed by the City will directly
benefit the grant and enhance the public’s
ability to use and enjoy the tide and
submerged lands by providing additiomal,
necessary parking.

If trust revenues are used as proposed
by the City to build a public parking
structure and park/plaza, the parking
structure and park/plaza along with

the lands on which they are situated
will become assef:s of the granted lands
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trust and subject to the same terms
and condit:ons as the granted lands
themselves.
